Dr. Burnett Claims Modern 


Christian Aids Charity 
and Plays Sunday Golf 


COLUMBUS, 
Sept. 
18.—"Hell, 


once the most frequently used term 
in Christian exhortation, has become 
almost an obsolete word in the vo- 
cabulary of the average minister. 
Nowadays there seems to be a dis- 
tinct softening 
of the doctrine of 


punishment-—the very backbone of 
religion of the olden days," declared 
Dr. Walter E. Burnett, pastor of the 
Broad Street M. E. church, in a ser- 
mon on "What Has Become of Hell? 
In comparing Christians of old and 
those of tho present day, he pic- 
tured the latter as "men who sub- 
scribe to six different charities and 
then play golf on Sunday." 


Speaking of the frequency of di- 


vorce, he declared that not long ago 
a divorce "created a real scandal in- 
a community.'' 


"Now," he said, "young people of 


fine training'and high culture cas- 
•ualy agree to separate without in- 
curring any severe odiutn," and add- 
ed that "the change in popular opin- 
ion is striking enough to make our 


fathers turn over in tbetr gravea." 


In speaking of the "lawlessness 


that seem§ to have gotten into the 
blood of the new generation." 
Dr. 


Burnett 
declared 
that 
"nothing 


seems sacred any more, what with 
our theories so reduced as to make 
one gasp and actual movements of 
revolt that transforms society Into 
a seething mass." 


Cards were passed among the con- 


gregation on which was printed this 
declaration: "If hell has burned up 
one is inclined to suggest in view of 
the wickedness of some folk that we 
ought to take up a subscription and 
start a new one. But we must think 
reasonably about it nevertheless. In 
some exaggerated forms the doctrine 
is grotesque and impossible.'

SHIPPED BY MOTOR TRUCK 


At tease four Ohio quarries are 


delivering agricultural ground lime- 
stone by motor truck. A charge o 
75 cents a ton for the first 
three 


miles; one dollar, up to five miles; 
and 17 to IS cents per ton mile be 
yond that distance is made by one 
company. Charges of from 12 to 15 
cents a ton mile are made by other 
firms. These concerns 
find that 


farmers prefer such delivery rather 
than hauling limestone themselves 
and also that it has stimulated a big 
increase in the stone business. On 
account of the somewhat hilly and 
broken country surrounding Belle- 
fontaine. one stone company operates 
suc'h a service there, contributes its 
success to the use of a four-wheeled 
drive truck. With this outfit four 
tons of stone is delivered under al- 
most any < ondition met.] 


Experience of concerns at Colum- 


bus, Lima, and Plqua would seem to 
indicate that ground limestone can 
bo delivered by truck, where roads 
are good, at lower cost than fanners 
can haul it themselves.

Conieton was a small vilage up-,
